ment."

ernment of the state, just as much as 
the one who assaults the president 
strikes at the 
life of the 
nation. 


There ought to be protection of the 
governors from assassination. 
They 


have none of the facilities for pro- 
tection that the president has in the 
army, navy and secret service forces 
which are at his disposal. And cer- 
tainly there should be the means for 
swift and certain punishment for 
those who attempt to take a govern- 
or's life. 


It is clearly within the power of 


congress to provide protection for gov- 
ernors as it is to provide protection 
for ambassadors and foreign 
minis- 


ters, and no better opportunity eoulrt 
be found 
for it than at this time, 


when the whole country is awakened 
to the necessity for taking measure-- 
to prevent the assassination of public 
officials.

HERE is no denying the fact that in selecting Edwin Austin Abbey to paint the official picture of his coro- 4 


nation King Edward VIL of England did honor to the artist's native land. No one will have the temerity to • 
combat this proposition, be he Anglophobe or Anglophile, for it is universally recognized that an honor to^ 
any citizen of a country reflects credit upon all other citizens of that country. No man can live for or b y < > 
himself. His individuality and attainments become the heritage of the land which gave him birth; hence • 
the interest manifested in the recent arrival of the artist in question from England, whence he has come to 


fulfill a contract entered into with the Boston Library association for the completion of a work upon which he has^ 
been engaged during the greater portion of the past ten years. Five years ago he came over on a similar eriand—• 
' the delivery to the Boston library of the pictures which-he had finished up to that time, consisting of a mciely only of J 
, , the number he had agreed to paint. Now, after a decade has passed since the original conception of the great work, < > 


he returns with the fruits cf his labor and wearing the laurels gained by his superlative proficiency in art.

Until then he had been known as an* 
ertist In black and white and water colors only, .but eight years later, in 189S he won the coveted distinction of being 1 


w elected to the full honors of a Ro5-al Academician. He made his domicile in England just twenty years ago, aud from 


• that time to the present he may be said to have made a triumphal advance, first upon the outworks of British preju- < 
dice, then into the very citadel of England's artistic coterie. 
It does not fall to the lot of many men to succeed in such full measure as Mr. Abbey has succeeded, and it is 


1 -well worth the while to inquire into the methods and forces that have carried him to the pinnacle of his profession 
in so short a time, for, as measured by the advance he has made, twenty years, even in the span of an ordinary 
lifetime, is not reckoned a long period of probation? "Ars longa. vita brevJs," indeed, and no one knows better than 
•the artist that art is long and life is short, for the higher the aspiration and the greater the attainment so much the 
,more precious will this life appear. 
Born on the 1st of April, 1852. Mr. Abbey will only have attained his fiftieth birthday shortly before the event .

This is done by first re 
moving the breastbone. By means r" 
tho fork the peak of the bone is raised 
and ^swung ovor_ toward tlie neck, dis- , 
jointing itx near the base of the latter, j 
The neck, if desired, can be removed, i 
leaving only one more portion of tlie ] 
bird to bo dealt with. This is the back- 
bone.
